When Lincoln Visited New York 


Aliniliaiii Idiicoln’s intirvst in 
the teiKiiifiit liDitse chiUlrcii nt tlu 
City of New York—ii cltiiptei of his 
career little known—is revealed l)\ 
frietitls of tlie iCniitticiimtor, who 
told the story years iiftervyard. 

IJncolti canie to New Vo'k on 
h'ebniiiry ^5th, 1860. to fill a speak- 
iiiK eiiRiiKetiient «t Coo|icr Itislitttli 
on the followitiK Moiidiiy iiiK'd, at 
whieh time he made his fittninis ad 
dress, whieh historians say ehatiRed 
Atiiericjin histors' and led a fi 
months later \o Lincoln’s nomina¬ 
tion for I’resident. At the .‘\stor 
House oti Sttndav, the iffith of I'eh- 
rnary, Lincoln fcdl iti with a lonn- 
titne friend, lilihtt M. WLishlmtn, of 
Illittois, later a tnetniicr of (ifattl's 
Presidential cidiitiet. and Washimrti 
siinjiestei! that if he had nothing 
else to do he would like to take him 
to the h’ive Points Mission in lower 
Manhattan. 

rite two were received by ,Snperin 
teiident Pease, who knew Mr. 
Washburn but who did not know 
Lincoln. Mr, Pease asked Mr. 
Washburn to s|)eak to the children 
wlio were assembled as a Sunday 
School that forenoon. After Wash 
burn had finished, he turned to 
Lincoln atul said: “Why do not yon 
talk to the children?” Lincoln 
hesilalerl, sayin^; that he tiever had 
spoketr to att iissetnlily of childri'ii 
and hatdly knew what to say. Mr.

He told thetn , 
that their jioverty and hardships] 
should not discotiraKe them, that 
when he was a bov he rarelv if ever | 
had a srood pair of shoes, that his' 
toes freipientlv stuck throtiyh the 
onds'of his shoes, exjiosed to the 
cold and rain. 


“Hut,” said Mr. Lincoln, “1 
made it a rule ol^ my life from the 
time I was a little boy to do the very 
best I could tind I want to tell you, 
my youiiR friends, that if vou will 
follow that as a rule of life, you will 
be able to overcome poverty atid any 
other obstacle.’ ’ 

The children did ttot know until 
a louR time afterward that the tall, 
kiinlly strtuifrer was iti 1861 the 
President of the nation and 
cotitinued as sttch through the Civil 
War.

Yoiiur Lincoln was not only wm- 
niiiR in the day.s in the Jones gro¬ 
cery store a reputation as a deb.ator 
and story teller, he was becoming; 
known ius a kind of backwoods orator. 
He could repeat with effect all the 
peonis and .speeches in his various 
school readers, he could imitate to per- 
fcition the wandcriiiR preachers who 
came to (lentryville, and he could make 
a (Militical six'cch so stiring that he 
drew a crowd about him every time he 
mounted a stumii. 

T he applause he won was sweet and 
fre(|uently he indulged his gifts when 
he ought to have Ix'en at work—so 
thought his employers and Thomas, 
his father. It was trying, no doubt, 
to the h,ird-pushe<l farmers, to see the 
men who ought.to have l)een cutting 
grA.ss or chopping wood, throw down 
their nickles or axes to group around 
a boy whenever he mounted a stump 
to develop a [hH theory nr repeat with 
variaions yesterday’s sermon. In his 
fondness for sjH'ech-making he attend¬ 
ed all the trials of the neighorhoiHl, 
and freipiently walkeil fifteen miles to 
Hoonsville to attend court. 

If his struggle for both livelihood 
:md education w.is rough and hard, his 
life was not without amusements. 
The si)orts he preferred were those 
which brought men together thesix'll- 
ing school, Ihe husking bin', the “rais¬ 
ing;" .and of all these he was Ihe life 
by his wit, his stories, his giHid nature, 
hi:'- doggerel verses, his practical jokes, 
ind by a rough kind of |X)litcness. 
f-incoln's old comrades and frientls in 
Indiana have left many tales of how 
he “went to see the girls;’’ of how he 
l;rought in the biggest back log and 
made the brightest lire; then, of how, 
‘sitting around’’ it, watching Ihe way 
:he I parks Hew the young folks told 
iheir fortunes. 

He helped iran* a|)ples, shell coni 
and crack nuts. He tiaik the girls to 
though he was not often allowed to 
lake |)art in the sixTIing match, for 
he one who “chose first ' always chose 
’Abe Lincoln," as that was o(|uivalent 
to winning, as the others knew that 
‘he would stand up the longest.’’-

F A N W O O D 

Last week. Cadet First-Sergeant 
Felix Kowalewski received a letter 
from his uncle, John A. Klaunin, who 
is captain of the S. S. Eclipse, at pre¬ 
sent at Cebu, Philippine Islands. 
The letter was so interesting that it 
is given below:— 

S. S. Eclipse, 
Palupandoa, P. I. 

Dear Nephew: 

We had a Rood typhoon all riRht. It 
started yesterday morninn and the wind 
blew a liowlinR Rale and it rained cats and 
doRs all day and nlRht. We were alonRside 
the pier, and put out all lines and tow'nR 
wires. Whenever one carried away, we put 
out another. There also was a biR Japanese 
steamer, Yeipiwu Maru, at anchor in the 
bay. She was draRRinR both anchors, then 
.she tried to Ret under way, but could not, 
and at 10 a.m. she was blown ashore. Up 
to noon we were all riRht, but after dinner 
the wind shifted more south, ami ra'sed 
more sea and a stronR current commenced to 
run north. Seas commenced to beat ORainst 
the ship side, and heavy spray came over 
(he decks. We discarded our oilskins, some¬ 
body lost theirs by the wind tearinR them 
up. Water was runniiiR out of my sea 
boots (topside.) We looked like drowned 
rats, but were kept busy. By this time, 
our sh p commenced to move about and 
banR aRainst the wharf with the seas, the 
current runninR about seven miles an hour. 
V'ery heavy strain on our moorinR, and 
they carried aw.iy often. Then the biR 
towinR wire carried away (\Vi inches in 
diameter). W'e pul out (touble, hut about 
4 PM., everythioR looked awful bad, our biR 
ship was .shiveriuR and shakiiiR and all lines 
we had were out. Then the current swunR 
the stern out and carried away nine eiRht- 
inch Manila hawsers and the after towioR 
wire. We let ro the forward moorinRs, then 
full .s|>eed astern towards .sea. as that was 
our only chance to keep off the beach. 
We left three sailors on the wharf as they 
were tendinR our lines. No ship ever left the 
wharf so qu ck before. Our enRines manaR- 
ed to keep us clear off the banks, as we were 
driftinR with the current and wind. Kain- 
iiiR all the time, could hardly see anyth-ng. 
We let RO our anchors to 160 fathoms and 
hoped they would hold, and they did.

We are all right again, of course, there was 
no danger of drowning if the .sh |) did go 
ashore, but the custom guards and checkers 
were scarefi to death, they thought that the 
end was near. 

One of the iidvaiitages a deaf 
mail has over the hearing matt is the 
l>ossil>ility of long distHiice conver¬ 
sation. The wife of our genial 
printing instructor, Mr. Renner, 
has hecn for the (last two weeks at 
tlie .Sloane Maternity Hospital, 
vvhicli is ahout two blocks above 
the Institution printingftffice.

The 
past few days at noon-tinte, Mr.

Gallaudet College 


It was with more hilarity than 
could be caused by a mere close vic¬
